Registration  of  Letters  and  Money  Orders. 


A  system  of  Registration  has  been  adopted,  and 
all  Letters,  whether  containing  coin  or  not,  can 
be 

Registered 
on  payment  of  a  registration  fee  of  One  Shilling' 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  rates  of  Postage  on  In- 
land and  Colonial,  as  well  as  on  Ship  or  Foreign 
Letters,  or  Letters  passing  through  France.  On 
those  for  delivery  within  France,  the  charges,  be- 
sides the  regMration  fee  of  one  shilling,  will  be 
the  English  rate  to  France,  in  addition  to  double 
the  French  rate  to  the  place  to  which  the  Letter 
is  addressed.  A  printed  acknowledgment  torn  out 
of  the  receipt  book,  and  stamped  with  the  office 
stamp,  will  be  given  to  any  person  registering  a 
Letter.  Registered  Letters  will  be  taken  at  the 
General  Post-Office,  at  the  Receiving-Houses, 
and  by  all  Postmasters  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom,  uutil  within  half  an  hour  of  the  closing 
of  the  Box  for  the  particular  Mail  or  Bag  by  which 
they  are  to  be  dispatched.  Registered  Letters 
bearing  a  sufficient  number  of  Stamps  will  be  con- 
sidered Paid  Letters,  but  the  registration  fee  of 
one  shilling  must  always  be  paid  in  money. 

In  the  case  of  Foreign,  Colonial,  or  Ship  Let- 
ters, it  must  be  clearly  understood,  that  Registra- 
tion cannot  extend  beyond  the  Port  of  despatch 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  though  parties,  if  they 
wish  it,  may  register  such  Letters  as  far  as  the 
Port  ol  despatch.  Letters,  however,  addressed  to 
France,  and  Letters  passing  through  France,  are 
exceptions  to  this  rule,  the  French  Post- Office 
undertaking  to  provide  for  their  security  till  tbey 
shall  have  been  delivered,  if  addressed  to  France, 
and  so  long  as  they  remain  in  the  French  territory, 
if  passing  through  France. 

The  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  system 
of  Registration  have  been  made  with  the  view  of 
ensuring  the  punctual  delivery  of  Registered  Let- 
ters ;  on  their  delivery,  the  parties  to  whom  they 
may  have  been  addressed  will  be  required  to  ac- 
knowledge in  writing  their  receipt. 

The  system  of  Registration  provides  a  secure 
mode  of  transmitting

No  Order  will  be  given  for  sums  beyond  this 
amount. 

These  modes  having  been  devised  expressly  with 
a  view  to  the  security  of  property,  it  may  reason- 
ably be  expected  that  all  persons  having  occasion 
to  transmit  money  will  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity of  securing  it,  and  in  no  case,  by  com- 
mitting property  unregistered  to  the  Letter 
boxes,  risk  its  loss. 

It,  however,  persons  are  willing  to  incur  such 
risk,  should  the  articles  forwarded  be  Notes,  or 
Cheques  payable  at  sight,  they  should  be  cut  in 
halves,  and  the  second  halves  should  not  be  dis- 
patched until  the  receipt  of  the  first  has  been  ac- 
knowledged. The  numbers,  dates,  and  amounts 
should  also  be  carefully  taken. 

Money  Orders  may  be  obtained  at  the  General 
Post-Office,  and  of  "all  Postmasters,  and  of  the 
Chief  Deputy  Postmasters,  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom.

No  packet  above  sixteen  ounces  can  be  received, 
and  if  any  such  are  put  into  the  letter  boxes.it  will 
be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Office. 

The  following  are  the  only  exceptions  to  this 
regulation : — 

1.  Varliamentary  Petitions  and  Addresses  to 
Her  Majesty. 

2.  Parliamentary  Proceedings. 

3.  Letters  and  Packets  addressed  to  or  received 
from  Places  beyond  Sea. 

4.  Letters  and  Packets  to  and  from  Publio  De- 
partments. 

5.  Deeds,  if  sent  open,  or  in  covers  open  at  the 
sides.  They  may  be  tied  with  string  and 
sealed,  in  order  to  prevent  inspection  of  the 
contents,  but  they  must  be  open  at  the  sides 
that  it  may  be  seen  that  they  are  entitled  to 
the  privilege. 

6.  Bankers'  Parcels  dispatched  from  London, 
and  specially  delivered  at  the  General  Post- 
Office,  under  certain  regulations. 

Inland  Letters  or  Packets  sent  unpaid,  are 
charged  double  the  amount  of  Postage  to  which 
they  would  have  been  liable  had  they  been  pre- 
paid. The  Scale  of  Weight  in  force  for  General 
Post  Letters  is  equally  applicable  to  Letters 
passing  through  the  local  penny-posts  throughout 
the  Kingdom,  and  to  those  passing  through  the 
local  Posts  of  Edinburgh,  London,  and  Dublin; 
the  Regulations  which  restricted  the  weight  of 
these  latter  to  Four  Ounces  having  been  abolished, 
they  are  subject  to  the  same  Rules  and  the  same 
Charges  as  General  Post  Letters,  and  must  be 
paid  in  advance,  or  they  will  be  liable  to  double 
the  rate  to  which  they  would  otherwise  be  sub- 
ject. 

In  those  cases  where  the  value  of  Stamps  on  the 
Letter  is  less  than  the  amount  of  the  Postage  to 
which  it  would  be  liable  if  prepaid,  the  letter 
will  be  charged  double  the  amount  of  such  defi- 
ciency on  delivery.  An  Inland  Letter,  for  ex« 
ample,  weighing  more  than  Half  an  Ounce  and 
not  exceeding  an  Ounce,  if  bearing  only  a  Penny 
Stamp,  will  be  charged  Twopence  on  delivery. 

The  same  Regulation  applies  to  Letters  prepaid 
by  Money,  where  the  full  and  proper  rate  of  Post- 
age has  not  been  paid  in  advance. 

REDIRECTED  LETTERS  are  subject  to  sd- 


liable  to  be  charged  at  the  prepaid  rate  for  the  ad- 
ditional Postage,  which  is  to  be  paid  on  delivery. 

Peeks  and  Members  of  Parliament  no  longer 
dispatch  or  receive  correspondence  Free,  but  Mem- 
bers of  either  House  are  entitled  to  receive,  free  of 
charge,  Petitions  to  Parliament,  provided  that 
each  Petition  is  sent  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover 
open  at  the  sides,  and  does  not  exceed  the  weight  of 
Thirty-two  Ounces. 

Addresses  to  her  Majesty  pass  free. 
Printed   Votes  and    Proceedings  in  Parlia- 
ment,  or  of   the   Colonial    Legislatures,    are 
charged — 

Under  four  ounces Id. 

Above  four  and  under  eight  ounces 2d. 

Above  eight  and  under  twelve  ounces 3d. 

and  so  on. 

Such  Votes  and  Proceedings,  whether  paid  or 
unpaid,  pass  at  these  rates  between  places  in  the 
United  Kingdom  as  well  as  the  Colonies,  by 
rACKET.  To  those  places  to  which  there  are  no 
packets— New  South  Wales  for  instance— they 
may  be  forwarded  "  by  Private  Ships," at  double 
the  above  rates.  They  are  not,  however,  for- 
warded to  the  East  Indies,  via  Southampton  and 
Alexandria,  nor  to  places  through  France,  under 
the  full  rates  of  Letter  Postage.  The  Postmaster- 
General  is  authorized  (if  be  shall  see  fit)  to  delay 
the  transmission  of  Printed  Votes  and  Proceedings 
in  Parliament  for  any  space  not  exceeding  Twenty- 
four  hours  from  the  time  at  which  the  same  would 
otherwise  have  been  torwarded. 

NON-COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS,  CAP. 
TAINS' STEWARDS,  SEAMEN.  AND  SOL 
DIERS,  can  send  and  receive  Letters  to  and  from 
the  East  Indies  by  the  Overland  Mails,  "via  South- 
ampton," under  the  weight  of  half  an  ounce,  en 
their  own  private  concerns  only,  while  they  are 
employed  in  her  Majesty's  Service,  or  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  East  India  Company,  for  one  penny. 

The  Penny  must  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  put  into 
the  Ppst-Office,  and  the  direction  must  specify  the 
class  of  person,  and  the  Ship,  Regiment,  or  Corps 
to  which  it  belongs. 

The  postage  upon  Soldiers'  and  Seamen's  Let- 
ters received  from  parts  beyond  sea,  without  the 
penny  having  been  prepaid,  is  twopence  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Ship  Letter  gratuity,  if  received  by 
Private  Ship. 

Threepence  Postage  is  charged  on  Letters  ad- 
dressed to  Soldiers  and  Seamen  to  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing places  : — River  Gambia,  Sierra  Leone, 
Goree,  Senegal,  Cape  Coast  Castle,  Fernando  Po, 
Coast  of  Africa,  Ascension,  (Isle,)  and  China.  To 
St  Helena,  the  East  Indies,  New  South  \Vale.«, 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Mauritius,  and  Hong-Kong,  one 
Penny. 

Adhesive  Stamps  and  Envelopes. 
Every    Postmaster,   Sub-Postmaster,  or  Letter 
Receiver,  without  exception,  will  sell  the  Postage 
Label  Stamps  and  Stamped  Envelopes  to  the  Pub- 
lic at  the  following  Prices  :  —

Adhesive  Stamps  should  be  placed  on  the

ly  the  difference,  and  not  double  the  difference,  is 
charged. 

Stamps  (provided  they  cover  the  whole  Postage) 
may  also  be  used  <»n  Foreign,  Colonial,  and  Ship 
Letters,  &c  ,  outwards.  If  any  Letter,  however, 
addressed  to  places  beyond  sea,  to  which  prepay- 
ment Iscompuisory,  shall  bear  an  insufficient  nunr 
her  ol  Stamps,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Office,  to  be  returned  to  the  writer  Stamps  are 
not  permitted  to  be  u-.ed  on  Letters  arriving  in 
the  United  Kingdom  from  the  Colonies  or  Foreign 
Countries,  in  such  cases,  therefore,  Letters  will 
be  chargeable  with  the  same  rates  as  they  would  be 
if  not  bearing  Stamps. 

All  these  Regulations  are  applicable  to  News- 
papers in  those  cases  where  they  are  liable  to  Post- 
age.

perishable  substance;  any  Bladder,  or  other  vessel 
containing  liquid  ;  or  any  article,  matter,  or  thing 
whatsoever  which  mighty  by  pressme  or  otherwise, 
he  rendered  injurious  to  the  Officers  of  the  Post- 
Office,  or  to  the  contents  of  the  Mail  bags:  and 
the  Act  I)  and  4  Victoria,  cap.  96.  expressly  directs 
that   no  letter  shall  be  sent  by  Post  containing  any 

EXPLOSIVE  OH  OTHER  DANGEROBS  MATEtUAL  OR 
SUBSTANCE.

"  paid,"  when  the  postage  has  been  paid  at  the 
time  of  posting  the  letter. 

In  all  cases  of  complaint,  whether  of  overcharge 
or  of  any  other  irregularity,  the  Covers  of  the  Let- 
ters must  invariably  t>e  kept  and  sent  to  the  Post- 
Office,  as  affording  the  only  means  ot  investigat  ing 
the  complaint. 

LETTERS  NOT  TO  BE  DELIVERED 
BACK. — To  prevent  the  possibility  of  Letters  be- 
ing surreptitiously  obtained  from  the  Offices 
where  put  in,  office-keepers  are  strictly  forbid 
returning,  to  any  persons  whomsoever,  Letters 
that  may  be  applied  lor.  under  whatever  circum- 
stances the  recovery  mav  be  urged.  This  is,  more- 
over, forbid  by  the  established  principle,  that  the 
instant  a  letter  is  committed  to  the  Post,  it  is  no 
longer  the  property  of  the  Sender. 

Penalties. —  By  the  1st  Victoria,  cap  36,  sec. 
2,  any  person  illegally  conveying  Letters  incuis 
a  penalty  of  L, 5  for  every  offence,  and  L.IOO  for 
every  week  the  practice  is  continued.  The  Sender 
also  incurs  a  penalty  of  L.5  for  every  offence,  with 
full  Costs  of  Suit. 

LETTERS  NOT   TO    BE  SEALED 

WITH   WAX  WHEN 

SENT  TO  WARM  CLIMATES. 

The  practice  of  Sealing  Letters  passing  to  and 
from  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  other  warm 
climates,  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience, 
and  frequently  with  serious  injury  to  the  Letters, 
iu  consequence  of  the  Melting  <*f  the  Wax,  aud 
adhesion  of  the  Letters  to  each  o  her. 

In  the  case  of  Mails  received  from  India,  con- 
siderable delay  is  occasioned  ;  and  notwithstand* 
ing  the  greatest  care  is  taken  in  separating  the 
Letiers,  which,  owing  to  the  cause  already  men- 
tioned, adhere  closely  together,  many  are  much 
damaged  and  torn  ;  the  public  are  therefore  re- 
commended in  ;>ll  cases  to  use  Wafers  in  preference 
to  Wax,  in  securing  their  Letters  sent  to  India  or 
other  Warm  climates,  and  also  to  advise  their 
correspondents  in  those  countries  to  pursue  the 
same  course. 


Newspapers  and  Supplements  to  Newspapers. 


It.  is  not  compulsory  to  sent!  Newspapers  or 
Supplements  to  Newspapers  by  the  Post,  but 
those  that  are  intended  to  be  so  transmitted,  are 
entitled  to  pass  fiee.  All  Newspapers  must  be 
sent  in  covers,  open  at  the  sides,  and  no  wouls  or 
communication  may  be  printed  on  such  papers 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  published ;  nor 
must  there  be  any  writing  or  marks  upon  any 
Newspaper,  or  the  cover,  other  than  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent;  nor  any 
paper  or  thing  enclosed  or  concealed  in,  or  with 
such  Newspaper  or  the  cover,  nor  any  printed 
words  or  communication  on  the  cover,  except  that 
Newsvenders  only  may  print  their  names  and 
addresses  thereon.  Newspapers  may  be  examined 
by  the  Officers  of  the  Po-t-Office;  and  if  there  be 
any  breach  of  the  above  regulations,  the  packet  is 
chargeable  with  treble  the  amoutit  of  postage  which 
a  letter  of  the  same  weight  would  have  been  liable 
to.

Newspapers  pass  free  by  the  Edinburgh  Local 
Posts,  except  in  those  ctses  where  they  shall  be 
posted  and  delivered  within  the  limits,  for  the 
time  being,  of  the  General  Post  Delivery,  when 
the  postage  is  one  penny  on  each  Newspaper. 

Prices  Current  and  Commercial  Lists  pub. 
lished  iu  the  United  Kingdom,  if  duly  stamped, 
and  under  the  weight  ot  two  ounces,  will  be  treated 
as  Newspapers,  aud  i  njoy  the  Newspaper  privi- 
lege:— the  sanction  of  the_Postmaster-GeneraI  hav- 
ing been  previously  obtained. 

*»*  As  the  mere  affixing  a  Newspaper  Stamp 
on  any  new  periodical  publication  will  not  entitle 
it,  as  a  matter  of  course,  to  pass  free  by  the  Post, 
those  who  ma)  be  about  to  publish,  for  the  first 
time,  any  such  paper,  should  submit  a  copy  to  the 
Postmaster- General,  in  order  that  it  may  be  de- 
termined whether  the  publication  is  of  a  nature 
that  will  entitle  it  to  pass  free  of  postage.

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OBLITERATING  STAMPS. 

It  sometimes  occurs  that  the  Stamps  on  letters  used  to  denote  the  places  at  which  such  have 
been  posted  are  not  sufficiently  plain.  In  such  cases  the  stamp  used  to  obliterate  the  postage  label 
may  supply  the  information.  The  shape  of  the  stamp  and  its  number  will  prove  the  office  in  whicli 
it  has  been  used.  Facsimiles  of  the  obliterating  stamps  are  placed  at  the  head  of  the  list  of 
Post  Towns  where  they  are  used,  aud  the  numbers  before  the  name  of  the  Town  using  them.

In  the  Towns 
where  the  delivery  is  at  7  a.m.  in  summer,  it  is  usually  an  hour  later  during  the  winter  months. 
The  distance  of  the  Post  Towns  in  Scotland  is  also  given  ;  and  in  the  lists  of  England  and  Ireland 
the  numbers  of  the  obliterating  stamps  are  given  before  the  Towns  which  use  them,  and  in  all  the 
lists  those  Post  Towns  which  grant  and  pay 

MONEY  ORDERS 

are  marked  thus  *  A  Money  Order  intended  for  a  person  residing  at  a  place  in  which  there  is  no 
Money  Order  Office,  should  be  drawn  upon  the  Post  Town  nearest  to  it  which  may  have  a  Money 
Order  Office. 

Throughout  the  list  is  stated  the  Post  Town  through  which  any  place  not  a  Money  Order  Office 
receives  its  London  letters,  and  its  distance  from  such  Post  Town.  Thus,  "  Abbotts  Anne  " 
being  2h  miles  from  Andover,  any  one  residing  at  the  former  place,  and  receiving  a  Money  Order, 
could  obtain  cash  for  the  same  at  Andover,  provided  the  order  be  drawn  upon  that  office,  and  so 
on.  *  Abergavenny,  being  marked  (*)  is  a  Money  Order  Town,  and  in  that  place,  as  in  all  others 
so  marked,  Money  Orders  can  be  obtained  or  cashed.

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SHIP  LETTERS. 

Letters  for  Foreign  Parts  to  which  there  are  no  regular  Packets,  are  forwarded  through  the  Ship 
Letter  Office,  London,  by  every  outward-bound  vessel;  and  letters  can  be  forwarded  to  the  Colonies 
and  Foreign  Parts,  through  the  Post-Office,  by  any  Ship  sailing  from  any  particular  Port.  But,  in 
such  cases,  the  letters  must  be  specially  addressed,  "  By  Private  Ship  ;  "  and,  if  wanted  to  go  by 
any  particular  Ship,  or  from  any  particular  Port,  they  must  also  be  specified  as,  "Hamburg 
Steamer,  via  Hull." 

The  single  uniform  rate  on  Letters  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  places  beyond  Sea,  when 
conveyed  by  Pbivate  Ships,  is  8d.,  in  whatever  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  Letters  may  ba 
posted  or  delivered.  This  is  the  rate  now  taken  on  Letters  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
East  Indies,  &c.  &c,  when  conveyed  by  Private  Ships,  the  former  distinction  between  these  and 
other  descriptions  of  Ship  Letters  having  been  abolished. 

The  rates  of  Postage  on  "  Ship  "  as  on  other  Letters  are  taken  by  weight: — 

Under  half  an  ounce,  ...  1  Rate,  or  Os.  8d. 

Under  an  ounce,  ...  2  Rates,  or  Is.  4d. 

Under  two  ounces,  ...  4      2s.  8d. 

Under  three  ounces,  .  .  .  6      4s.  Od. 

And  so  on,  adding  two  Rates  for  every  additional  ounce. 

PERSONS  EXEMPT  FROM  SHIP  LETTER  POSTAGE. 

The  Owners,  Charterers,  or  Consignees,  (resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,)  and  the  Owners,  Con- 
signees, and  Shippers  of  Goods  on  board  vessels  inward-bound,  are  entitled  to  receive  their  Letters 
free  from  Sea  Postage,  to  the  extent  collectively  of  Six  ounces  in  weight,  by  any  One  Vessel  to  any 
One  such  Person.  In  the  case  of  Vessels  coming  from  Ceylon,  the  Mauritius,  the  East  Indies,  or 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  for  an  Owner,  Charterer,  or  Consignee  of  such  Vessel,  the  letters  may  be 
collectively  Twenty  ounces  in  weight.  The  Owner,  Charterer,  or  Consignee  must  be  described  as 
such  on  the  address  and  superscription;  and  in  the  case  of  Owners,  Shippers,  or  Consignees  of  goods, 
it  must  also  appear  by  the  Ship's  Manifest,  that  they  have  Goods  on  board  the  Vessel.  Such  per- 
sons are  entitled  to  have  their  Letters  which  come  within  the  above  Conditions  before  the  Master 
of  the  Vessel  delivers  the  other  Letters  in  his  charge  to  the  Post-Office. 

***  Every  Person  who  shall,  with  intent  to  evade  any  Duty  of  Postage,  falsely  superscribe  a 
Letter  as  being  the  Owner,  or  the  Charterer,  or  the  Consignee  of  a  Vessel  conveying  the  same,  or 
as  the  Owner,  or  the  Shipper,  or  the  Consignee  of  Goods  shipped  in  such  Vessel,  shall  for  every  such 
offence  forfeit  Ten  Founds.

The  British  charge  increasing  two  rates  of  Postage  for  every  additional  ounce,  according  to  the 
scale  of  weight,  for  charging  Inland  Letters,  and  the  Foreign  charge  increasing  one  rate  of  Postage 
for  every  additional  quarter  of  an  ounce.  It  must  be  observed,  however,  that  the  English  and  Foreign 
modes  of  charging  by  weight  are  dissimilar;  a  Letter  not  being  liable  to  an  increased  British  rate, 
unless  it  exceed  the  half  ounce  or  ounce,  while  an  additional  Foreign  rate  is  chargeable  if  it  actually 
utlain  the  quarter,  half,  three  quarters  cl  aa  ounce,  or  ounce,  respectively.

Edinburgh,  Friday,  12th  January  1810. 
Sir, 

This  day  I  received  in  due  course  your  letter  of  the  8th,  enquiring  of  me  about  the  moral  charac- 
ter and  professional  qualifications  of  my  friend  and  quondam  pupil,  Dr  John  Thomson  ; — and 
I  am  very  sorry  that  the  urgency  of  my  professional  engagements  put  it  out  of  my  power  to 
answer  it  by  return  of  post. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  answering  your  letter,  for  I  can  easily  do  it  in  the  most  satisfactory 
manner.     I  have  known  Dr  Thomson  intimately  and  long ; — these  six  years  at  least ;  but  I 
believe  he  was  a  Student  in  this  University  some  years  before  I  became  acquainted  with 
him.     I  have  uniformly  found  him  a  man  of  the  most  perfect  integrity  and  worth ;  of  good 
temper,  and  of  great  prudence,  of  excellent  talents,  a  complete  classical  scholar,  (as  to  Greek 
and  Latin,)  and  thoroughly  well  instructed  in  all  the  various  branches  of  Medical  Science,  to 
which  he  applied  with  great  ardour  and  perseverance,  during  his  long  residence  at  this  Uni- 
versity, as  a  Student  of  Medicine.     I  have  had  particular  occasion,  not  only  from  the  manner 
in  which  be  acquitted  himself  at  his  examinations  before  he  obtained  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  0 
Physic,  but,  by  frequent  private  conversations  with  himself,  to  know  that  he  is  well  acquainted  I 
with  my  mode  of  practice,  and  my  opinions  or  doctrines  in  physic.
